South African Republic, ordortJ the 
Band meD, or miners to disarm. Only 
2,000 of the 30,000 ia Johannesburg and 
the mines have obeyed the order. This 
has caused the armed Boer a who nro in 
the field much uneasiness, and Iho 
leaders have the utmost dilBcultj iu 
restrain,ng their men, A proclama- 
tion was issued calling upon all the 
Band men to disarm before 6 o'cloc-k 
this evening under penalty of prosecu- 
tion. 
Those complying will be par- 


doned unless they took an active part 
in the revolt. 


The Boers, who are numerically ic- 


f-.-rior to the foreigners in theRejnibl'c, 
are good fighters. They feel that tlu-y 
have the support of Germany, and per- 
haps of France and Russia, in resistiui; 
the encroachments of tho British South 
African Company on their territoiy. If 
the foreigners in the mines should, 
however, revolt they could overthrow 
the Government in a day and raaka 
their own laws. Prior to tho discovery 
of the Witwatersrand mines the popu- 
lation of the Transvaal was about 300,- 
000, of whom Hbont 35,000 were L'oei E-. 
Now there are moro v. bite foi-eigneis in 
Johannesburg alone than there ;ire 
Boers in tho whole toiritory, and the 
supremacy of the lutter can only l.e 
maintained by foreign aid or tho sutiVr- 
anoe of the white foreiyneis.

Email pieco of the ore, place it in a 
porcelain dish previously warmed so as 
to avoid breaking, apply the blowpipe 
niitil the ore is at an oxidizing heat, 
then put one or two drops of the sul- 
phuric neid on the porcelain dish and 
allow to mix with the ore—the reaction 
will immediately follow, if tellurium be 
present,-by beautiful carmine and pur- 
ple colors. The metal fuses at about 500 
degrees C., and is distilled at n very 
high temperature. Its vapor is golden 
yellow and has a very brilliant absorp- 
tion spectrum, while the electrical con- 
ductivity, like that of selenium, is large- 
ly influenced by the temperature previ- 
ous to heat, iucreasing^nfter exposure to 
light, though not to the same extent as 
does selenium. Tellurium burns, when 
heated in the air, with a blue flame, 
evolving white vapor of tellurium diox- 
ide. 
It is insoluble in water and carbon 


disnlphide, but dissolves in cold fuming 
sulphuric acid, imparting to the solu- 
tion a most pleasing carmine color 
which almost immediately passes into a 
pmplo 
The compact form is a silver 


white, resplendent metal of markedly 
crystalline structure.
